S683 Rancis Newton Gentleman, about thirtcene yeares laſt paſt, obtained a generall 
Hive from the Lords of his Majeſties Privy Councell, for the apprehending 
of Jeſuits, Seminary-Priefts, tranſporters of children;8c. 

By vertue of which Warrant he the faid Newton, together with his ſervant Tohr 
Cooke, did apprehend at ſeverall times divers Jeſuits and Prieſts, to the number of 
36. at his great charge and hazard of life ; who were brought before Secretary 
Cooke, and others, and by them committed to ſeverall priſons : Whereupon the hte 
Secretary Windebanke diſcharged the ſaid Jeſuits and Prieſts,and committed New- 
ton and Cooke ſeverall times to priſon for performing their ſervice, to their great 
charges and hazard of life. | 

The ſaid Wirdebanke ſending for Newton, tooke from him at ſeverall times eight 
_—_ — taken from Prieſts, and given to him by the Lords, )to the value 
of 70. pound. 

"PR ra oY the ſaid Windebanke took from Newton two ric! tits of popiſh Velt- 
ments, formerly given him by the Lords of the Privy ©ouncel ; The ſaid inde- 
banke engaging his Honour to Newton, that he ſhonld receive from the Qyeene 200, 
pounds or the Veſtments againe ; Newton often demanded the ſame of yw/1ndebanke, 
yet could never get them, nor the value of them,but onely threatning words. 

Divers Jeſuits and Prieſts conſtantly frequently the ſaid #/indebankes houſe ; 
and amonett the reſt one Henry Lloyd, alias Frances Smith, alias Frances Ryvers alias 
Francis Simons, a grand Jeſute, a great ſeducer, and chiefe agent in the great and 
damnable plor of the Gun-powder-treaſon, who by the connſell of Windebanke and 
ſome of his adherents,vavea judgement of 300. pound to be a priſoner to the Fleet, 
that the State nor Meſſengers ſhould take no notice of his Jeſwiticall Pot. 

The ſaid Newton, together with one Thom.zs Afayo, about Augult in the tenth 
'yeare of the King, ſearching the houſe of one Bartholmew Frummar Eſquire, of 
Cheame, in the County of Sxrrey, found the ſaid Zloyd, alias Ryvers the Jeſuite 
there;who.going to carry him away the ſaid Jeſuit ſhewed him and two high Con- 
ſtables the {aid 73%naebankes Warrant, that no Meſſenger or any other perſon ſhould 
moleſt him, whereupon they left him. there. | 

Moreover the jaid Jeſuite then ſaid to Newron and Mayo and the high Conſti- 
bles, theſe words : ere you angry with me for being here ? if you will ſtay till to mor- 
row being Monday, you ſhall ſee ſeven more Prieſts of us here; this he ſpake 1n a vaun- 
ting way, having a prote&ion from FWindebarke. 

he faid Newtow and Mayo the Michaelmas-Terme following indited the faid 

Jcluite and Framman the tarbourer in the Ki»gs- Bench, and precceded to " Vt- 

ary : 
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afy ; whereupon Windebarks ſent a Warrant and, apprehended Nemron and Mayes 
Lad threatned them , that if they did not forthwith forbeare proſecuting the ſaid 
eſuit and harbourer,he would immedately lay them by the heels; but the taid New- 
ron and Mayo proceeded to the Vtlary againſt them both,notwithſtanding : which 
windebanke perceiving,cauſed Juſtice Bartlet to ſtay the proceedings thereupon. 
This Francis Smith the Jeſuit ſaid to M.Faddeſworthand M,Yaxlry theſe words 
(in Norfolke ) ſome yeers 1ince, That it is not now 4 time nor Way to bring in their Re- 
ligion by diipþuting or books of Controverſie, BVT IT MVST BE DO N E Not. 
BY AN ARMY, AND BY FIRE AND SWORD. 
The ſaid Jeſuit uſually frequented the now eLrchbiſhop of Canterbary, and was 
' very {eldome from him : which Jeſuit perſwading Cooke, Newtons ſervant, to goe 
with Sir Keze/m Digby into Fraxce, that fo Cooke might give no more information 
againſt Prieſts ; and promiling him great preferments there, he did about Chriſtmas 
was foure yeers, cary Cooke one morning to Sir Kenelms bed-ſide at M. Burge ſſes in 
S. Martins in the Fields , where after ſome diſcourſe, Smith taking his leave of Sir 
| Kenelm,prayed himin Cookes hearing, ro excuſe hin to my Lord of Canterbury, that 
he conld not dine that day with his Lordſhip ; and prayed him to defire my Lord of 
Canterbury, to remember the buſineſſe that he laſt ſpake with him about. To which 
Sir Kenelm replied, that he would not faile him to doe it, for he was to dine with my 
Lord of Canterbary that day. 
| Tohn Gray, a Meſſenger, took one Fiſher a grand Jeſuit, who having been ſeveral 
|  timeSexamined before the Lords of the Councell , the faid Canterbary came from 
the King,and delivered this ſentence againſt him : viz. Mr. Fifter, fall downe upon 
your knees, and pray for the King, that he us ſo mercifull unto you to ſave your life. It 
is the Kings pleaſure that you muſt be baniſhed the Kingdome ; and be committed to 
the Gatc-houſe,there to remain,untill you put in good ſecurity never to return again. 
| Yet fuddenly after the ſaid Fi/zcr his impriſonment, Wind:banke releaſed him, and 
| gavehimaproteQtion, That no Meſſenger, nor any other perſon ſhould moleſt him, up- - 
| 61 paine of his diſpleaſure. . 
| The ſaid Gray and Cooke afterwards(not knowing of his Proteion )apprehen- - 
ded Fiſher; whereupon he ſhewed him his ProteRtion from Windebanke , and was - 
thereupon diſcharged. Vpon which Gray and Cook went to Secretary Cookand told 
him that Fiher was diſcharged by 1indebanke. Whereupon Maſlter Secretary com- - 
manded G7ay to go to my L.of Canterbary,and tellhim of Fifzers diſcharge, Vpon 
this Gray and Cook went accordingly to ſperk with Canterbary, yet could not have 
any admittance to him ; but ſpake with M.De# his Secretary, and demanded a - 
| Warrantof him under Canterbaries hand to apprehend Fifer the Jeſuite : who re- 
plied and faid to Gray,that he was an idle fellow to come for a Warrant from my Lord, 
| for he would medale With no ſuch matter as that was ; but bid Gyay,if he would have 
a Warrant, he ſhould repaire to the Councell-beard ; Vpon which Grayanſweredand 
faid, 7 ſee how the game goes now ; 1s not my Lord Metropolitane of England, and 
ought not he to grant me a Warrant?but I hope eve it be long to ſee better om Vpon - 
| this the next day following Canterbury complained of Gray , and bronght him be- 
fore the Councell, and committed him to the Fleet, where he remained 14. weeks. - 
After which Canterbury (ceing the Lords would diſcharge Gray, who oft petitio- 
ncd them by his wife,cauſed #indebankto lay his Warrant upon him; ans, he 
tnere 
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there remained priſoner 7. weeks more. And upon often petitioning by Grayes wife, 
wWindebanke was at laſt contented ro diſcharge Gray, ſo that Gray would put in good 


feenrity wnto bis: THAT HE WOULD NOT HEREAFTER AP--. 


PREHEND ANY MORE PRIESTS. 

The ſaid Newron apprehended Hemry Gifford,a dangerous Teſuit,and brought him 
before Iuſtice Griffrb,where he was tendred the Oath of Supremacy and Allegiance; 
whereupon the ſaid Tefuite replyed and faid theſe words: 7 Wiſh ro God,that all thoſe 
Who made the Oathes of Allegiance and Supremacie, that their tongues Were ſeered in 
their monthes, and all thoſe that gave conſent thereto. Whereupon the ſaid Iuſtice told 
him, that the King, the Lords, and (ommons had made theſe Qathes, and committed 
him to priſon. The next day following, the Juſtice and Newton were intreared to 
come to Secretary Windebank to ſpeak with him concerning the Ieſuit;, Which they 
doing, Windebank ſaid to NeWton, Is this a Prieſt or a Teſuit? Newton anſwered and 
faid,1f ke be not @ Prieſt, he is Worſe than a Prieft; and told him the aforeſaid dange- 
rous Words, Then ſaid Windebanke to the Teſuit (be being brought before him by 


Windebankes direftion) I Will not baile you for a World; and ſent him to priſon, Burt + 


notwithſtanding, that night or the next aay, he ſer him at liberty, Without giving NeW- 
ton hrs Fees. 

Newton and (ook apprehended one Fir-Iames,an Arch-ſpie for Rome,and brought 
him before Windebark ; yer Drew Lover an Arch-Papiſt wrought ſo with him,that 
he rook Lovers word tor his appearance before him,and diſcharged Newton of him. 
About foure dayes after Windebank told NeWwron that [ames had given him good ſa- 
tisfaction concerning him. Afterwards /ames being arreſted u pon a Bill of 1iddlc- 
ſex, at the ſuit of one Lincolz,upon a debt of 200.1. and put into the Gatehouſe,,/in- 
debanke thereupon hearing of his arreſt(and ſolicited by Lloyd alias Smith,the fore- 
named grand Jeſuit, and Lover the Papilt) ſent for Newton,and gave him a warrant 
rotake the plaintife Lincoln and the Bailiffe,for arreſting Iames;who did apprehend 
and bring them before #7/:ndebaxke. He thereupon ſent for the priſoner Tames to be 
brought before him,who being brought, he delivered him to NeWton, and ſaid, This 
#5 your priſoner, for the King ſhall be ſerved before you, Meaning the plaintite. NeWroz 
anſwered, ay it pleaſe your Honour, you have diſcharged him from me theſe 6.daies 
agone, and I have nothing to do With bim. Windebanke replyed and ſaid,That #5 all one, 
you ſrall take him. And if = 0K f be not contented therewith, I will lay him by the 
heeles. Whereupon he was delivered to NeWror. But immediately upon the plain- 
tifs going away, #indcbanke cauſed Newron to deliver himthe priſoner, and then 
#indebanke dehivered the priſoner to Lover, and bid him ſhift for hinſelfe. Upon 
which the plaintif loſt his debt, and lay in priſon for the monies. 

Moreover, the ſaid 7/indebanke at ſundry times threatned Cooke, that if ever he 
aid 'go With Newton or any other ro ſhew them any Priefts, he Would lay Cook in pri- 
ſons and that he Would take a courſe that he ſhould never com? out, And allo ſaid, thar 
he Would hawe Cook Whipt about the ſtreets; and cauſed Cook to fall downe upoy his 
knees to uh, forgiveneſſe for What he had done formerly againſt Teſuits and Prizſts, 
having made a AMittimus to ſend him to the Gate-houſe, Which he World wot rewoke, 
wnleſſe he would make ſuch ſubmiſſion.

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To this I ſhall adde two relations more, During my impriſonmcnt in the Tower 
of London, Captaine Fraxcis Cone/by Surveyer of the Ordnance, went one mor- 
ring about the yearc A 63 3. to the New priſon to viſit one William Drury a Prieſt 
(who had formerly brought him a letter trom a ſpeciall friend in the Low Coun- 
tries beivg then a priſoner there ; comming into the priſon and Irquiring for his 
Chamber, he was brought into a large Hall, with ſundry partitions on one fide 
(like drinking roomes in an Alchoule or Tavern )and a curtain drawn before cach 
of them;zwhere he ſaw ſome walking, others fitting in theHall;zwho informed him 
that D-#ry was in one of thoſe R comes 3 and going,in order from one of them to 
the other, he found a Price} and a woman privatcly together at confellion in cycry 
one of them, and Drary with a very hand{ome Chambermaide well clad in the 
nppcrmoſt of them, With whom having ſome conference about halfe an houre 
in his Chamher, as he was _— backe through the Hall, hec found a:Pricſt 
there faying Maſle, and the Iaylor himſelfe with a Cenſor perfuming theroome,, 
and cenſivg the ſame, (as they uſe in Popiſh Maſſcs )and ſo many people,men and 
women, kneeling downeinthe Hall, that hee could hardly paſſe by. At which 
ſtrange ſight he was much amazed, and notlong after way m_cu—_—_ 

a diſcourſe concerning the increa(c of Popcry, and favour ſhewed to Priefs, _ 
AY to me with much regrect, avouching the truth thereof upon his:

Since the ſitting of this Parliament; bythe touſes ſpeciall dire * ion there were: 
ſeverall Pricſts arraigned and condemned at Newgate much againſt his Majeſtics. 
will, whonotwithſtanding both Houſes carnelt requeſt to the contrary reprieved. 
them from exccution ; and after many meſſages was hardly drawne to condefcend. 
to revoke this reprive, and yceld them up to publicke juſtice: which being gran- 
ted, the Parliament out of their lcaity ſpared th: lives of ſome of them, who rc= 
maine (till priſoners in Newgate ;. where they. have gained ſo much favour and. 
fo far corrupted the Keepers, that even ſincethe Covenant and Proteſtation taken, 
they have had Maſſes publikely-intheir chambers, of which information being gi-- 
ven,and a-warrant made to Maſter Newton to ſearch their chambers,during the. ve-- 

laſt Seflions but one at Newgatc,who ſcarching Peter Ai{fords chamber (being , 
the moſtaRive dangerous ſeducer of allthe reſt )found about Maſle time an Altar: 
ready. furniſhed inks Chamber, foure ſeverall ſuites of Maſſiog Veſtments, with. 
ſundry Crucifixcs, Agwns Deies,Reliques, Maſse-bookes,and other ſuchRomiſh: 
trinkets, ( all. delivered-to the late Lord Mayors cuſtodie;) with no lefse-then- 
cleyen- perſons at Malse,five.ofthem Priſoners ia the.

ſtrangers ; of which groſse abuſe and intollerable connivance at condemned Tray=- 
tors (under the very Parliaments and Courts of Seſſtons Noles, in theſe dangerous - 
times,cvcn ſiace the Covenant and Proteſtation taken information was given,and 
complaint-made in open Court,at the Seſſions inthe Old Bayly,by Maſter Newton:

Fifchly, AliLawes and Procecdings againit Popiſh Prieſts and Teſaits,were ſuſ- 
pended by generall and ſpeciall letters, warrants of Grace and Protection fere- 
mencioned ; anG before the Kings marriage by letters ſent to all parts by Biſhep 
millioms Lord Keeper , in King /ames his Name, -all Priefts and Recuſants thea 
impriioned tor their Religion were * relcaſed,upon pretence of procuting like fayour, , See Mii 
and liberty of conſcience for the Proteftants in Fraxce,and other forraign parts 3 ryazo's, Tim. 
W ho ſoone aft:r were generally perſecuted every where in Germany, France, and all 4,42.1624p 28 
their Townes, Forts, demaliſhed in Fraxce by force of Armes ; yea , many thou- 9:32, 
finds of them maflacred ; and Rochel it ſelfe betrayed into their power, by our 
Engl:b ſhips, and the treachery of the P opiſh and Court patty here. 

Sixthly, There was a ſpeciall Soctety ercRed, not onely in Rowe, but likewiſe 
here in E-glard, intitled, 7 heC ongregation of Propagating the Faith, confilting of 
foure Orders of moſt deſperate active Explih and Scoriſh Teſnites, reſiding in Lox- 
don ; of which Society, T he Pope himſelfe was the head, and Cardinall Barbarins 
his chicfe ſubltitute. And for the better adyancement of this Romiſh deſign,to under. 
minethe Protetiant Religion, and ſet up Popery in all the kings Dominions ; there 
was an Agent ſent from the King and Qieen co lie Leager at Rowe (one Hamilton a 
Scottiſh Papift ) and a ſpeciall Nwncioſert over into England from the Pope , to wit, 
one Sergneour Georgio Con,a Scot , who kept bis Reſidence here in London, and was 
Preſident of this new erected Congregation of /eſuites; which held a conſtanc 
Councell onceor twice each week,had weekly diſpatches troand ftromRome,yea,con- 
tinuall free acceſie tpthe King and his Courr, to ſeduce both the King and his Peos 
ple; as you may read more at large in Rowes Hafter-Prece , the Engliſh Pope , 
atid 7 he Popes Briefe. 

Seventh!y , All Informers againſt Prie/fs, /eſuites, Paps/?s , werediſcountenanced, 
menaced, and many of them imprifoned , by Secretery Windebanke their Pentioner, 
who not only releal.d ſundry Prictts and Jefuices by his Warrants, (as you heard 
before) but even by word of mouth. prohibiced the Officers of lultice to appreh: nd 
them ,* and impriſcned one Robert Horward Vnder-Sherifte of Southampeon, upon 
a pretence that he had proceeded 5gaintt ſome Popiſh Recuſantsupon the Kings Writ 
direcd to him to ſeiſe their Lands, and Goods, contrary to his Letters of Coun» 
rermannd though its truehe proceeded not) till heenforced him by his Popiſh Secre- 
rary Read, to enter into a bond of ove hundred pounds to Hexry Lord, a Papitt, . 
Never to pzoſecute Popiſh tiecuſants moze, ere he would releaſe him : 41! which 
was attefted by Horward and others in the Commons Houſe this Parliament, as

9. By vertue of the former Articles and Oaths, all the Parliaments during his 
Majeſtics raigne till now, urging the execution of old Lawes againſt Recuſants, 
Prieſts, Teſwites, and endeavouring to make new ſtriter afts againſt them, have 
( contrary to the praQtice of all former ages,) becn broken up and diſſolved in diſ- 
content; And to crofle their execution of Prieſts and Jeſwites ing politicke Pleafing 


covert way, divers Proclamations have been publiſhed every Parliament, te ba-Tamat.o 


nifh them the Realm by a ſet day ; after which, if they departed nor, they ſhould 
be executed, which the common people, and plaine honeſt-minded Parliament 
men conceived, tobe done out of rigour and juſtice againſt them,and ſo reſted ſa- 
tisfied with theſe Proclamations onely, which in truth, were mcere policies to free 
the impriſoned Priefts and Ieſuites out of priſon, under pretext of ſending them 
away, and to ſtay all proceedings againſt them, whilſt the Parliaments fate, by al- 
lowing them ſo many weeks reſpite to depart the Realme,before which the Parlia- 
ments commonly were diffelved:and ſo by this policic were ſecured,inlarged to do 
more miſchiet,and cither deparred not at all,or returned preſently againe into Erg- 

land as ſoen as the Parliaments ended, as the premiſſes and experience maniteſt. 
19. By meanes of theſe Articles, SENG of the Papiſts,Pricft; and ITeſuites 
have grown ſo ſtupendiouſly powerfull, as during the late Scorrih troubles,to hold 
aParliament, and generall Councell of State among rthemiclves, even in London, 
wherein not the King, but che Popes own Nv»ro fate Preſident : in which Par- 
liament the chicf Papiſts out of all parts of England and Wales aſſembled, and 
made ſevcrall Lawes and Ordinances for impoſing taxes, and raiſing monies upon 
all Roman Catholiques,for maintenance of the Scorr:fo wars, which were ſeconded 
with the Queens own Letters and Inſtructions to the Catholikes, reciting, Y/har 
great liberties and favours her Highneſſe had procured for th-m from his Majeſty; and 
exciting then to a moſt liberal! contribution toward theſe Wars, becan'e the main- 
taining thereof, concerned them not onely as they Were Subjets, BUT AS THEY 
WERE ROMAN CATHOLIKES TOO. The verity of which 
Popith Parliament,orders, inſtructions, taxes, was fully proved and manitcſted be- 
fore a ſpeciall Committee of the Commons Houſe ſpecially appointed for Fecu- 
ſants, and their Popiſh Nuncio, Novemb. 9. 1640. and at other dayes of meeting 
in that and the following moneths, borh by the orders, letters and izſtruions 
themſelves,and the examinations of Sir Kenclms Digby, and many other Popith 
Knights, chief actors in that Parliament, now remaining in the ſafe cuſtody of 
Maſter Raynolds then Chaire-man. And were not the Papiſts then , think you, 
growne to an extraordinary exorbitant power, and the Pope reveſted in his long 
exploded uſurped ſupremacie in our Realme ; when they ſhould thus be per- 
mitted to hold and keepe a Parliament without interruption, when the Proteſtants 
and Kingdome mizhr hold none at all Jor at leaſt one preſently diffolved in diſ- 
- Content 
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content,and rhe Popes owne Nnncio fir Lord Preſident to rule the roſt, when they 
ſhould be thus openly tolerated ro hold a Parliament, both to make and mn:ainttine 
a warre agairſt the religious Proteſtant SnubjJ-Hte, even with the Kings owne a&uall 
conſent, as is cleare by his forementioned anſwer under his owne hand to M:Rer 
Pulfords Petition, where he not onely takes notice of theſe contributions graced 
hin by the Papiſts, bur makes them the ground of his Ray of all proceedings againſt 
them upon penall Lawes ? And that thele Scorrz5 wars were then raiſed by them, 
to get the King into their power, and cxtirpare the Proteſtant Relipton, is evident, 
not only by the plot detected in Remes Aafter-picce, found in the Archbiſhops 
chamber, and the obſervations on it, but likewiſe by a hrtle Engliſh Booke then 
publithed in print by che Teſuires, intiruled, The Jrbilee of the Teſites, one copie 
whereof, Thomas Char:de receiving from a woman-papiſt in R eariffe, deliend it 
to Sheriffe /.1rner, which he atteſted in the Houſe of Commons, Noverns. I14, 
1640, as the journall records : in which booke there was this obſervable 
Paſſage : That the Papiſts ſhould fiſh in troubled Waters, Whilef the King Was 
ingaged in the Wars with the Scots ; with ſome prayers for cheir good ſucceſle ; and 
for THE HOLY MARTYRS THAT SUFFERED INTHE 
ELEFET SENT AGAINST THE HERETIKES. OF ENG: 
LAND 1639. By which among other circurſtances, it is evident, that not 
onely the Scorri/h war was plotted, maintained by the Papiſt*, burthat the Spaniſh 
fleet then happily incountered and vanquiſhed by the Helanders on our colts, dir 
ring theſe troubles, was directly d. fined againſt rhe Proteſtants in England, by 
the Popiſh party here, with whom they were to Joyne, to cut both the Engliſs and 


' Scottiſh Proteſtants throats, when all the powder of the Reaime, and the traine 


bands armes in moſt Counties were ingrofſed into his Majeſties hands, and they 
thus incountering one the other ; which plor, the unexpected pacitication, with 
the Scars, and Holand fleet mult happily prevented. And in truth, the improbabi- 
liry of any other likely defigne ; our h1 rbour and fuccour of them from the Dw#rh 
Heerin the Downes, our ſupplying of them with men, victualls, ammunition, our 
puarding them with our thips againſt the Hollanders more then was meer, our hin- 
dering the Hollandcrs to burne their ſhips, which ran upon our thore, the con- 
tedion of an En9/if man inthat Fleet upon his dearh-ded, out of remo:ſe of con- 
ſcience, (when he was brought on ſhore wounded in the firſt encounter with the 
Hollanders) that this Fleet was deſigned for England ; the ſpecches of fome Pa- 
piſts, that they expected this Navie here abour that time ; the landing of many 
hundred Spani ſouldiers at Plinmorthin Engliſh Ships, but a weeke or two be- 
fore this [cet arrived on our coalts, upon pretence to tranſport them thence by 
land towards Flawnders, (deligned, as ſome then feared, to ſurpriſe Plimmonth ;) 
the Lord Portlands ſudden journey to the Ile of Wight, whereot he was Governour, 
with the Lord WentWorth, Col. Goring, and Ocners, where they ſhot away ali the 
powder in the Caſtles, ( and their cloth?s too) ta drinking healths in a molt Bac- 
chanalian frantick manner, juſt waen the Sp.zui/ Fleer was before that Ile, to the 
end they migitc the cafier ſurpriſe it, waen they had no powder to refit them, [as 
ſome wiſe men then conje&tared,) are more then probable arguments, that this 
Fleet was defſtinated for £8124, to extirpare the Proteſtant party ; and thar by 
the deſperate confederacy of che predominant Popith faftion, and their great Pa- 
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triots here, whe procured them ſo much favour and prote&ion from us againſt the 
Hollanders, nd woyld never permit this myſterie of iniquity to be throughly ex- 
amined. No wonder theretere,it we ſee the. Popeſþ Rebels brought over into Exe - 
/and, to murther Proteſtants now, fince the Spanyaras were thus deſigned, (as ts 
more then probable) tor that purpoſe then: And wherher we may not feare the like 
deſigne from Fraxce, I leave to the grand Councell of the Kingdome to confider. 

11. Thoſe Arricles, I doubr, have beenethe true cauſe of 'he late rebellion 
in Ireland, and the maſlacres there ; of all kis Majettics favours to.theſe rebels, of 
the late pacification Articles granted to them; of his Majeſties departing: from, 
taking up armes, arming all £»g/i/> Papitts, and ſending for Popith 7r4/ rebels into 
England, to tight againlt the Parliament, and of his ſiding with, relying on the 
Popiſh party, to whom heis obliged toadkere, and ſo ingaged againſt the Parlia- 
ment, for feare they ſhould execute all old, and make new-Lawes againſt Recx- 
ſants, contrary to: his premiſed Oaths, and Articles, 

12, Wee may hence aflure our ſelves, that wee can never have any reall pa- 
cification with the King and his Popiſh party, without a toleration of their re- 
ligion,and a ſuſpention, or repeale of all Lawes agair{t them, according to the pre- 
cecding Articles; and in caſe his Majeltie ſhould prevaile againſt the Parlia- 
ment, we muſt expect an abſolute eftabliſhing of Popery, and ſuppreſſion both 
of the Proteltant party and Religion. Yea, ſeeing His Maicſtie zs borh by Oath 
and Articles, wot to endeavour by qny means at all, ro Withdr aW the Queen from 
the profeſſion of the Romiſh Religion; whereas ſhe on the other ſide, is left free, 
by af mcanes and arts that may be, ro withdraw the King from the Proteſtanc 
Religion to her owne, and his children too : Wee have great cauſe to feare 
(if Adams, Solomons, or Ababs ſeducements by their wives be duly pondered) 
that his Majdty, (now wholly alienated from his Parliament, and-beſt Pro- 
teltant Subjccts, by the Queen and popilſh Counſellors, and reſigning himſelfe up 
tro the Councels, Armies, Forces, Guard of this Roman Catholike Subi:ts, who 
have the cuſtody both of his perſon, and next heires apparant to his Crownes,) 
may ere long be ſeduced to their Religion, as well as to their party ; eſpecially, 
ſince he hath been informed, That they have a poyſoned Fig reſerved for him, in 
caſe he ſhould refuſe it ; as is more amply maniteſted in Remes Maſter-piece. 

The ncxt Authority of note,. which I then intended to publiſh; was this notable 
Paſlage of XV. Le Maiſtre, a Sorbon Prieſt, in his »farratio Antiqus Epiſcoporum 
DPrincipatus : Pariſus 163 3. Cum privilegio Regs, & approbatine Dottorum. 
(dedicated to all Cardinalls, Archbiſhops, Bulhops, Prieſts and Clergie of the Church 
of France) Lib. 2. p. 273. to 83. cap. 15. Thus intituled : Corolarinm libri [e- 
cnndi ; bi nounulla de perſeerutione Epiſcoporum, & de Tlluſtrifſimo Antiſtite Cal- 
cedonenſi, For the clearer underſtanding of which Paflage, I muſt prefix this Pfo- 
logue ; After the death of illiam Bithop of {alcedon in En2land, moſt of the 
Engliſh lecular Priclts, together with the Bened:tines, for the advancement of the 
Ramiſh (, atholike Religion, became ſuitors to the Pope and his Conclave, to have one 
or more Popiſh Biſhops, created by the Popes to be ſent over into England, to ordaine 
Priefts, give confirmation, aud exerciſe Epiſcopall juri{di&tion there; The Regular 
Prieſts, and ſome others here,dz ſt:fly oppoſe this deſugn; but the Epiſcopall Secular and 
Beneditine party prevailing, Pope Urban by his ſpecial Bull, bearing date, the 4. of 
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Auguſt, A».1625, (which I hnde printed in Cenſura propeſitionum quarundam, &c.

termes ; 
* Nunc vero Epiſcopum, &c, But now they ſee the Biſhop of Calcedon, ſhining 
* on every ſide round abour, with the ſplendor of Vertue, by whoſe amiable lighr 
* and prudence, if the tempelt ſhould become more hard , it might have been aſc 
* ſwaged and calmed ; I ſay, the Biſhop of Calcedoy, greatly deſired by the people, 
* coming FROM THE POPE, moſt hymanely entertained by Chriſtians, 
* not grievous to the enemies of our Faith, ſome enflamed with private hatreds and 
* grudges, have expelled, have ſuborned ſecret accuſers and Sycophants, as if them- 
* jelves would urge and imitate an OVERMUCH REMITTED PER- 
*SE C UTI ON, who ceaſe not to complain of the grievouſneſſe of perſecution. 
*You (will you that I ſhould ſpeake) have made, you have raiſed a perſecution ; 
* neither hath Religion ever ſuffered under a more grievous evill, then by impiety, 
© cloaked under the colours of a religious fruit : For what was there, that nitght 
* provoke your gall againit ſo great a man,unlefle you purpoſed to execrate honetty, 
* ſanity, modeſty, courteſie, wiſdome, with the moſt filthy kindes of enmiries 2 
* Unleſle, like the Syberires, you ſcatter reproaches againft the Sunne, and indure 
* not the light of ſo great innocence, which no.man ever ought to {hun, but he who 
* would not imitate 1t ? 
'  Nowall Frazce is overflowed with greateſt indignation againt your madneſſe, 
* from which, ſince ſo many miſchiefes have proceeded,this one commodity acciues 
* to behold and imbrace ſo great a man; ſo illuſtrious a Champion of the Goſpell, 
* ſo acceptable.and lovely; to, our molt eminent Duke and Cardinall ; Bur in the

« Monks endeavouring to promote the cauſe of ſecular Prieſts; although truly kow- 

« ſvever the abuſive ſfeech of the vulgar diſtinguiſheth the Clergie from the Regu- + 

« lars; as ifthe Secular Prieſts only ſhould conftitate the Clergie, but the Regu- 

< lars ſhould by ne means belong to the Body of the Clergie ; yet wee Benediftines 

: were alwayes of a far other opinion, eſteeming even our ſelves to be ſome part of 

« the Clergie, although not a ruling part, yet an aſliſting part, 'out of tl e moſt an- -

What power theſe Beneditine Monks have gained in England 
fince this letter, appearcs by the Popes new printed Briefe directed to them, and 
by this memorable ſtory. Anno 1634. Lewes Cooke Generall of the Benediftines 
dying without ifſue at Temple Cowly in Oxfordſhire, where he had Purchaſed di- 
vers lands and goods; his brother a Civillian in Ireland hearing of it, comes over 
and claimes his lands as heire, his goods as Adminiſtrator ro him: the Bencaittines 
withitood his claime to beth, alleadging, that he purchaſed both goods and Lands 
with the mony of the Order, and for their ule and maintenance onely. And by Sir 
William Hower/and their Court friend there,made ſuch a ſtrong parcy againſt the 
hcire,that diſpairing of his own right,he made his addreſles to Sir Iobn Bankes the 
Kings Attorny,:nd procures a Commiſſion of inquiry, with a Fiat under his hand, 
cated 2. January 1635. to intitle the King to the Lands and goods, as a mortmain 
purchaſed to the uſe of theſe Menkes; whereupon they compounded with the 
heire, and gave him 300, 1. as I am credibly informed by Mx Bernard, who drew 
the commiliton, wherupon it procecded no further.
